On an anti-trust 
legislative

gram the attorney 
general 
was si­ 


lent. 
He 
asked 
congress for no 


am endm ent to the Sherm an act, 
the 
rod his departm ent uses to bring the 
t n s t s to term s, and he points out no 
fault in its operation. 
President Wilson, however, intends 
to send a special 
message 
on tho 
trust question 
to 
congress in the 
m a r future, 
and 
th at undoubtedly 
will embody some 
of 
the attorney 
general’s views. 
A ttorney 
General 
McReynolda, 
m ade it clear, however, th at so long 
as he was head of 
th e departm ent 
he would oppose court decrees in an­ 
ti-trust suits where the com bination 
was dissolved into parts under con­ 
trol of the same stockholders. 
That 
plau, adopted in the 
Standard 
Oil 
and Tobacco cases, he called a “fun­ 
dam ental defect,” and later adds is 
the sam e connection “my fixed pun- 
pose is to oppose any plan of disso­ 
lution which would leave the sepa­ 
rate parts of the unlawful combina­ 
tion under control of the same set of 
men.” 
4 0 
The 
attorney 
general 
offers 
a 
novel solution of the problem of su­ 
perannuated federal 
judges. 
Such 
judges, under the 
constitution, hold 
ofiice during good behavior, although 
they may retire at the age of 70, af­ 
ter ten years’ service. 
“I suggest,” says the attorney gen- 
i era!, “an act providing 
th at when 
any judge below the suprem e court 
fails to avail him self of th e privilege 
of retiring now granted by law, that 
the president be required, with the 
advice and consent of the senate, to 
appoint another 
judge, 
who 
shall 
pieside over the affairs of the court 
and have precedence over the older 
cue. This will insure 
a t 
all tim es 
the presence of a judge sufficiently 
active to 
discharge 
prom ptly 
and 
adequately th e duties of the court.” 
Mr. McReynolds suggests that, the 
clerks of federal courts 
should b* 
‘appointed for 
specified" term s 
and 
subject to removal by the president 
for cause, and asks th at 
provisions 
be made for a review by the supreme 
court of the now' final decisions 
of 
the court of custom s appeal, on ap­ 
plication only' by the government. 
He approves the bill introduced by 
R epresentative Clayton, 
giving 
the 
suprem e court power to 
promulgate 
for trials on the law side of federal 
courts. He rem inds congress also of 
needs of changes in his office 
and 
an increase in the salaries paid. He 
term s the present salaries 
“ moder­ 
ate for the character 
and 
am ount 
cf work to be perform ed.” 
Coming to a review' of the events 
with which his departm ent has been 
concerned for the fiscal year, the a t­ 
torney general shows that when be 
took office fifty-two cases were pend­ 
ing under the 
Sherm an 
law, 
and 
th at since M arch 4 eight cases have 
been begun. Investigations

Q.— How do you harmonize Genesis 
3:22 with Genesis 1:26? 
(Col.) 
Answer.—These texts are in perfect 
harmony. 
In tbe latter text the word 
“im age” applies tx* the charaeter-like- 
uess of God. in which Adam w*as 
created 
and 
the 
word 
“likeness” 
refers to the dominion, — that m an­ 
kind should have dominion over the 
creatures 
of 
the 
earth, 
even 
as 
God has dominion over all things. 
In a w ord. man w as intended to be tbe 
Wing of the earth, the lord of the 
earth; and it was to this end th at he 
was crowned with the glory and honor 
and m ajesty of the divine image,—4n 
the moral and intellectual features of 
his being, a flesh image of his invisible 
spirit Creator. This image or likeness 
of God, this originally law-inscribed 
nature of man, has lost much of its 
clear outline through the erasing, de­ 
grading influence of sin; hence it is not 
w hat it was in the first man. The moral 
sense, or judgm ent of right and wrong, 
and tbe liberty to use it, which Adam 
possessed. wrere im portant features of 
his likeness to God. 
Man’s free will, 
together with the full measure of Ills 
mental and moral faculties constituted 
him an image of his Creator. God first 
made His creatures acquainted with 
good, surrounding them with it in 
Eden; and afterw ard, as a penalty for 
disobedience, He gave them a severe 
knowledge of evil. 
By a comparison 
of results they came to an apprecia­ 
tion and proper estim ate of both. 


Q.—Why does it say some place in 
the Bible that David did not go to 
heaven when it says in another place 
that he was a man after God’s own 
heart? 
(Univ.) 
Answer. — David 
died 
nearly 
one 
thousand years before the crucifix­ 
ion of our Lord. 
If David could 
h are gone to heaven at his death, and 
before the coming of the Lord, then 
there would have been no reason for 
the death and resurrection of Jesus. 
On the contrary, the Scriptures show 
th at there was no opportunity for any 
to enter heaven until tbe death and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ (2 Tim­ 
othy 1:10). The Apostle says, that Jesus 
wras the first to lie raised from the dead 
(I Corinthians 15:20). Nearly a thou­ 
sand years after David’s death Jesus 
said “No man hath ascended up to 
heaven” (John 3:13>. Surely David was 
not there then. Speaking directly con­ 
cerning David the Apostle Peter says: 
“Men and brethren, let me freely speak 
unto you 
of the 
patriarch 
David, 
th at he is both dead and butled, and 
his sep^cber is with us to this day.” 
“For David is not ascended into tbf 
heavens” (Acts 2:29-34). It will be not 
cd th at the Apostle madit this state­ 
m ent even after the resurrection and 
ascension of Jesus into heaven. Years 
afterw ards the Apostle Paul mentioned 
David with others (Hebrews 11:32-40), 
saying “And these all having obtained 
a good report through faith received 
not the promise.’*
